“most ingpired gestures that Farouk 
makes such a direct appeal to all 
classes of his people. 


Take the story of his visit to one 
of the mosques when, on a new carpet 
belng brought for him to Ikncel on, 
he .exclaimed: “In the house of 
‘Allah' all aro equal,” and, waving tt 
away he turned round to a humble 
worshipper and, with an “allow ne," 
fook his old and tattered carpet nnd 
knelt himself down on It. 


PREMIER PIQUED 


That incident went throuith the 
country, and the mosques, like a 
atreake of lightning, followed by a 
arowlng murmur of approval. It Is 
the affection and homage which such 
festures arouse that Nahas Pasha {s 
trying hard to counteract simply be- 
couse he cannot tolerate that anyone 
but himself, the head of the Govern- 
ment, should receive the Plaudits of 
the people, ‘ 


A typical example of this was the 
recent unfortunate Incident at Rus El 
Rin Palace when, in the course of a 
demonstration of loyalty which muny 

. thousand workers were making be- 
fore the King a number were killed 
and Injured through being trampled 
under foot. 


Tho King did not hear of the accid- 
ent till after the march past. Cail- 
Ing for his car, he drove himself with 
his alde-de-camp to - the hospital, 
sited the wounded, to cach of whom 
he spoke, arousing thelr enthusiasin 
by his obvious emotion, and then, te- 
turning to the Palace, ordered a 
cheque for £E100 from his privy 
purse to be sent to the famlly of ench 
of the dead, together with an auto- 
graph letter of sympathy from him- 
self. , 


As soon os Nahas Pashn learnt of, 
the King's visit to the hospital, he 
let it ba known that he was going to 
ak for a national funeral for the 
dead men, But when he told the 
Palace, His Majesty very rightly 
objected that this was not the occa- 
slon for o national funeral, although 
{t was certainly one for.a funeral ot 
State expense. Nahas Pasha had to 
givo way, *

But, determined to have the last 
word, he insisted on the demonstra- 
tion of workers, which, as a counter- 
blast to the Palnce review he had 
arranged, .was to salute him at the 
Stadium the next day, and had 
naturally been cancelled, taking place 
nit the name. His’ idea was ‘that 
thereby he would impose himself on, 
the workers and counteract the effect 
of King's gesture. 


KING AND CABINET 


It is by such acts that, instead of 
trying to win over the young King, 
he is steadily creating n gulf between 
the Cabinet and Paince. The King 
has no. desire to ‘Interfere with the 
Cabinet's work or encroach on its 
prerogatives, The Palace, has In 
effect, remalned strictly constitution. 
al, Ihe continuation in office of the 
Cabinet Is therefore assured for some 
considerable time, But if the King 
should find that his Prime Minister's 
attitude {s making the continued 
collaboration of ‘his collengues and 
the deputies impossible, he has power 
to dismiss him. Should he be obliged 
to take such action, it is by no means 
certain thnt the people, to win whose 
suffra ges Nohas Pasha Js devoting his 
every thought, would side with him 
against thelr King. 


Meanwhile, the affairs of State are 
almost ata standstill, for the supremo 
chicfs are entirely absorbed — with 
thelr politleal position and, of course, 
the men follow the Jead of their 
masters, 


It can, therefore, be understood 
why, with alorums and excursions in 
Palace-Cablnet circles, the students, 
excitedly divided between Nahas and 
Nokrahshi Pasha, and Iack of atten- 
fon to State affatrs, the outlook ig 
by no menns bright, 


PALESTINE ARABS 


As regards the Egyptian champion-, 
ship of the Arabs at Geneva, there 
was undoubtedly a political motive 
at the back of it. One of the Wafd's 
chief Opponents had some time before 
spoken in favour of the Palestinian 
Arabs, and had been much applauded 
in the Press and elsewhere in Egypt. 
Fearful that unless some ‘similar ex- 
‘pression of opinion was made by_the 
Cablnet~ its “popularity might be 
affected, st was decided to champion 
‘the Arabs at Geneva.

A_-Kenernl comment heard here 
after Wacyf.

World Educationists 


Nanking, Nov. 6 

In n lengthy statement published in 
‘English, more than 100 lending 
Chinese univeralty presidents and pro- 
fessorn appealed to cducators through- 
out the world publicly te condemn the 
wanton bombing and destruction of 
Chinese educational: and cultural In- 
stitutions by Japanese planck in 
Chins. 


The statement declarcs that such 
action. {3 a threat to civilisation and 
unless this threat. {a removed there 
cannot be further progress or peace. 
The Chinese leaders further cm- 
phasised that if educational leaders in 
olher parts of the world delay in 
censuring Japanese bombings in China 
{t will tend to encourage Japanese 
nyaression in this country. 


“SAFEGUARD CIVILISATION” 


“The whole ‘world should be firm 
In the determination to apply some 
effective mensures to check Japanese 
ogeression and thus safeguard 
clyilisatlon.” 


Prefacing the appeal to the world 
educators, the statement points out 
that 23 Chinese | universities and 
technical Institutions from Peiping to 
Canton and’ Shanghal to Kiangst 
province have — been wrecked by 
Japanese bombs. The material value 
‘of these institutions, according to 1936 
estimates, exceeds $67,000,000. 

“These institutions which took 30 
years to bulld up have been destroyed 
in one’ day by Japanese bombers,” 
the statement adds. ; ae 

The educators charged that 
bombings of these Institutions were 
preconceived and deliberate, ‘os alt 
of the universities were not located 
near any military objectives, Central 
University at Nanking was bombed 
four times while Nankai University 
at Tientsin was burned to the ground.

Minorities Now Fully

Berlin, Nov. 5. 

An important development — in 
German-Polish relations is‘ marked 
by the conclusion of an agreement 
In regard to the treatment of the 
respective’ Minorities, forbidding any 
attempt to assimilate a Minority and 
granting the Minorltles free use of 
their language, the right to form 
their organisations, maintain schools, 
have church services in their own 
Janguage. It also provides that they 
“shall-not- be hindered ‘in-n-profession. 
or in the acquisition of real estate. 

Herre Adolf Hitler, receiving the 
delegation representing the Pollsh 
Minority, sald Germany hoped the 
nereemnt would further the friendly 
Germun-Polish relations, He’ an 
nounced that he had ordered the 
release of a number of Poles arrested 
in Germony and charged with Hlegal

HOME GOVERNMENT'S 
DECISION .” 


: London, Oct. 15. 

The Government has decided to 
contribute 90 per. cent. of the total 
cost of air raids precnutions through- 
out the country, leaving only 10 per 
cent. to be pald by local authorities. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, the Home Secre- 
tary, has sent a memorandum out. 
lining this decision to_the assoclation 
of local mutharitics, who have been 
‘Negotiating; with the Government on 
the subject for nearly a year, 


These authoritics had demnnded 
that the Government should pay the 
entire cost of all precautions, 


The share of expenditure has now 
been divided into two categories: 

1,—Capital expenditure on central 
supplies and organisation, for which 
the Government will be nlmost 
entlrely responsible; and 

2.—Cost of maintenance and local 
administration, towards which the 
Government will contribute graded 
grants, varying from 60 per cent, to 
75 per cent, 7 

Broadly, the Government assume 
Nobiiity for the following services in 
the first category: 

Setting up of a central organisation; 
Supply “of* respirators * forthe” whole 
of the ¢ivil population; 

Establishment and maintenance for 
decontamination purposes; 

Provision of respirators and pro- 
tectlve clothing for  airerald  pre- 


| cautions services; and 


Most of the material and equipment 
required for local air-rald precautions 
services Including fire-fighting equip- 
ment and appliances. - 5 5 

Local ‘authorities are asked to 
contribute towards the cost of those 
services which must be administered 
locally: ; 

Structural precautions In public 
buildings; ° \ 

Provision of public refuges and the 


organisation of local services; and 

Recrultment and training — of 
personnel for decontamInation, 
cmergency Ore-fgbting, rescue and 
repair worl, 

In this second category of ex- 
penditure on local administration the 
Government will ‘make grants rang- 
ing from 60 per cent. to 75 per cent, 
with two intermediate rates of 65 
per cent, and 70 per cent. 

Locul authorities will be classified 
In these four groups, according to 
thelr fnancial needs and resources, 

The richest local authorities, therc- 
fore, will contribute 40 per cent. of 
the cost of local administration and 
miaintenance., The poorest authorities 
will pay only 25 per cent, 

It Is estimated by the Home Onice 
that the burden of expenditure to be 
borne by local authorities in any 
year will not exceed on the average 
the product of a Id. rate. This rote, 
levied throughout the country, would 
produce £1,300,000, 

In addition, the Government are 
Prepared to safeguard the local 
authority, 

When the two categories of ex- 
pPenditure are taken Into account, the

Colony in His Majesty's 
dominions which has - a 
more colourful and_ in- 
teresting history than Hong- 
kong. In this far-flung out- 
post may be found numerous 
memorials recording the 
achievements and sacrifices 
of those far-seeing pioneers 
who during the Victorian 
Age aided in the founding 
and consolidation of the 
greatest Empire that has 
ever arisen on the face of the 
earth. ‘ 

We are all more or less 
largely familiar with the 
majority of those monuments 
erected in remembrance of those 
worthics who ina time of ex- 
Pedient ‘and peril gave their 
lives that the tenure of Britain 
upon this—one of the most 
beautiful of England’s colonial 
possesdions—which less than 
a century since was naught 
* but a barren, fever-ridden and 
pirnte-cursed  ishnd might be 
perpetuated, and that the course 
of law, order and justice might 
ultimately prevail. Thus, one 


may instance the “Monument” 
—that obelisk of grey granito 
which stands in chaste dignity 
at the junction of two woll- 
known roads opposite the Civil 
Service Cricket Club in Happy 
Valley.

INTERESTS IN CANADA 


(By Henry Wood) 


United Press Staff Correspondent 
San Francisco, 


Jupan's octopus-llke efforts to ex- 
tend her tentacles over the entire 
world’s supply of raw materials are 
just now reaching out to Conada, ac- 
cording to a survey just completed 
by the Institute of Pacific Relations. 

Recent acquisitions of mining and 
tlmber propertics In Britlsh Columbia 
has, it Is declared, indicated that 
Japan has ‘Included Canada in her 
drive for raw materials, . 


At Point McNeil, on Vancouver 
Island, 46 square miles of forest land, 
comprising 600,000,000 fect of cedar 
and hemlock and balsam have been 
purchased by the Nippon Soda Co., 
which was organized June 2. 


In the meantime the Nisson Rayon 
Pulp Co., has secured nearly:a billion 
fect of timber in the Queen Charlotte 
Islunds and the Mitsul interests are 
reliably reported to have scouts in 
British Columbia making aerial sur- 
veys of forestlands, 


Back of all this {s a determination 
of Japan to develop a rayon industry 


“and foreign’ trade. ~It-Is" planned” to 


erect a pulp mill in the Islands which 
will be used for the manufacture of 
rayon, 


WELL LAID PLANS 


The Japanese plans already provide 
that they can produce this at 1,000 
yen per 1,000 cuble feet in contrast 
to the Canadian price of 1,500 yen 
for the same amount, The difference 
would give the Japanese an immense 
advantage in atl markets of the world 
if they can keep up their: supply of 
raw materials. : 

In nddition to Canadian pulp, 
however, the Japanese are making 
a strong bid for Canadian iron, 
copper and nickel, The Japanese 
are in no way invading Canada and 
and possessing themselves ‘forcibly of 
what they want but they are subtly 
securing control of the mincs by out- 
right purchase of the major Interest 
or by. purchase of the total output. 

The Jnpanese-controlled Louise 
Mining Company, recently acquired 
un iron mine on Louise island of the 
Charlotte group, where nearly 10,- 
000,000 tons of magnetite ore are 
claimed to be available. A five mile 
rallway Js being built to the property 
under their supervision and tails fail 
it is planned to inaugurate a test 
programme. ‘ :

HEALTH MEASURES OF 
THE PORT OF LONDON 
GRAVE RESPONSIBILITIES . 


‘ (By Joseph Martin) 
The health authorities of the Port of London have 


a grave responsibility. 


bearing millions of tons of cargo which may contain 
dangerous germs -arrive from foreign countries every 
week; thousands of passengers who may have been.in 
contact with infectious diseases are landed annually; 
numbers of live cattle, korses, dogs and other domestic 
animals are brought in, any one of which, if | adequate 
precautions were not taken, might re-introduce such dis- 


eases os plague, leprosy, r 


abies etc, which have been 


banished from England for many years. 


“The annual Report of the Medical 
OMecer of Health, issued recently by 
the Port of. London Health Commit- 
tee, shows how all these problems 
and many more were efiiciently 
dealt with during the past year, and 
the health of the Metropolis safe- 
guarded with the minimum of Inter- 
ference to commerce and: the least 
possible delay and inconventences ‘to 
passengers, 


Scientifie methods of. treating in- 
fectlous diseases give present-day 
elvilisation a better chance to com- 
bat widespread cpldemics success- 
fully, should they ever recur In the 
same form as in the past. One 
“authority “has-stated-that~it -was-not- 
the advance of medicine that con- 
quered the great plagues which fre- 
quently devastated medinevat 
Europe, Between 1661" and 1681 
they censed mysterfously, more than 
n century before scicnce even sus~ 
‘pected thelr cause, in Great Britain, 
Western Germany, Spain; Italy and 
the Netherlands, and never appeared 
again. The germs are not extinct, 
however, and the temperate climate 
which favours their growth remains 
unchunged, Many other — discases 
such as cholera and smallpox are 
possible sources of danger and it js 
only the constant watchfulness of 
sonitary authorities throughout the 
world that prevents fsolated out- 
breaks from becoming a serious 
threat to tlie health of the western 
nations. The incessant warfare 
against the spread of these diseases, 
waged generation after generation by 
those responsible for the health of 
the . Port of London, is well sum- 
marised In a section of the Report. 


‘ENGLAND'S GREAT PLAGUES 


The great plagues were essentially 
diseases not of village communities 
but of commercial nations, and with 
the rise of European sca-borne trade 
they raged at thelr worst in the 
great emporia of London, , Lisbon 
and Amsterdam.. In the relgn of 
Queen Ellzabeth we find that the 
civic authoritics of London were 
gradually feeling thelr way towards 
the scientific preventive methods of 
to-day, for in 15080 the Lord Mayor 


‘| was authorised to prevent the: lodg- 


ing In the. City ‘of Merchants .or 
mariners from suspected ships, and 
to’ prohibit the discharge gf goods 
until they had had time ‘for alring. 
From 1665 great rellance was’ placed 
on the theory of quarantine—frst 
put Into practice In the 1th century 
by the Venetlans—which meant 
originally that o ship coming from 
an infected port must wait for forty 
days at.the- port of its destination 
before making any contacts with the 
shore. 


By means of quarantine, England 
trled to defend her shores from pes- 
tilenee for about a hundred and 
seventy years, but in 1831 it became 
evident, as-n result of on epidemic 
in that year, that {t was not effectual 
means of defence ngainst the Inva- 
slon of such discoscg as cholera and 
typhus, ond ‘it was’ recogiised nt the 
same {ime that they always broke 
out first in slum = quarters where 
people were living in unhyglenic. con- 
ditions. The Port Authoritles, took 
on a number of extra dutles for the 
safeguarding of public health and a 
great Impetus was given :to-achemes 
for the provision ‘of adequate sanita= 


tion, for doing away with overcrowd- 
ing, and for raising: the living slan- 
dards of the poor. - 


To-day, besides cxarnining goods 
and passengers for traces of Infec- 
tion, the medical officers of the Port 
of London Health Committee inipect 
all imported food ond analyse samples 
to moke sure’ that it is fit for 
human consumption. .A_ constantly 
higher level of quality fs demanded 
and from time to time notice is 
served to all food importers of the 
standards that will be required. 
Passengers no longer have to silfer 
Irritating delays when they arrive. 
Even if it is suspected that they have 
been in contact with infection they 
are .permitied, after a ‘medical 
examination, to continue thelr Jour- 
ney to thelr final destination under 


‘o-system~ of-surveilance;-—they-are- 


placed under observation for four- 
teen days after landing by the local 
medical oMflcer of health of the dis- 
trict in which they happen to be 
residing. During the past year, 15,- 
531 inspections of vessels were made 
and 6,070 Inspections: of shore pre-, 
mises. 118 ships were fumlgated for 
rat destruction and 3,288 tons of 
foodstuffs were condemned. | The 
British principle that — measures 
agalnst the importation of Infecllous 
disenses should be based on. the 
health conditions on board the ship 
rather tlian those existing in the port+ 
of departure was accepted: by the 
European Powers in 1892, In 1907 
the OMce Internotional d'Hyglene 
Publique was founded wlth head- 
quarters in Paris, and until the pre- 
sent diy ft has ‘continucd to collect 
ond distribute information with re- 
gard to epidemics and to Issue re- 
ports on matters of —Internatlonal 
public health {nterest.

HILE, as the result of the Anglo-Egyptian Treaty and the Mon- 


treux Capitulations. Convention, Egypt's international horizon’ 


is clear, the samo cannot be said of tho internal outlook. 


The Prime Minister, Nahas Pasha, impressed by what he saw 
in the summer in Berlin and Rome, wants to create a dictatorship 
for himself. No‘one who ventures to express on opinion contrary 
to hia own is tolerated. Hence, even Nokrnashi Pashn, one of the 
organising powers of the party, was expelled from the Woafd for 
disagreeing with certain actions of the Cabinet, and the same fate 
awaits the President of the Chamber, Ahmed Maher Bey, another 


stalwart. 

Thé names of new members nilmit- 
ted to the Wald and of Ministers 
appointed to fill the vacancies In the 
Cabinet, all reveal the same tendency 
to have only “Mowaficin Effendem"” 
(Yes-men) as colleagues. ' 

It ts whispered In political circles 
that Nohas Pasha fs alarmed, If not 


. Jealous, at the unbounded popularity 


of hik young sovereign, whu Is"re- 
celved with almost delirious ovations 
whenever he appears. It Is not only 
that the hearts of his people are 
drawn towards thelr Icing; that the 
Enyptlan people, delighted at the In- 
timate storles of his courtship, sub- 
serlbe to the old saylng thot ‘all the 


world loves aw lover.” It Is because 
of his personnal qualities and his al- 


most inspired jrestures thot Farouk 
makes such a direct appeal to ull 
classes of his people. | : 


Take the story of his visit to one 
of the mosques when, on.a new carpet 
bejng brought for him to kneel on, 
he exclaimed: “In the house of 
‘Alluh’ all are equal,” and, waving It 
away he turned round to a humble 
worshipper and, with an “allow me,” 
touk his old and tattered carpet and 
knelt himself down on it. 


‘PREMIER PIQUED 


That incident went through the 
country, and the mosques, lke a 
xtreak of Jightning, followed by a 
growing murmur of approval, It Is 
the affection and homage which such 
gestures arouse that Nahas Paslin is 
trylng hard to counternct simply be- 
cause ho cannot tolerate that anyone 
but himself, the head of the Govern- 
ment, should receive the’ plaudits of 
the people. 


A typical exumple of this was the 
recent unfortunate incident at Ras El 
Rin Palace when, in the course of a 
demonstration of loyalty which many 
thousand workers were making be- 
fore the King a number were killed 
and Injured through being trampled 
under foot. ‘ 


The King did not hear of the necld= 


* Palace, 


ent till after the march past. Cull- 
ing for his car, he drove himself with 
his alde-de-camp to the hospital, 
visited the wounded, to cnch of whom 
he spoke, arousing their enthustasm 
by his obvious emotion, and then, re- 
turning to the Palace, ordered a 
cheque for L£E100 from his privy 
purse to be sent to the family of ench 
of the dead, together with ‘an oulo- 
zeaph letter of sympathy from him- 
self. 


As soon us Nahus Pasha.learnt of 
the King's visit to the ‘hospltnl, he 
let it be known that he was going to 
ask for a natlonal funcral for the 
dead men. But when he told the 
His Majesty very rightly 
objected that this was mot the occn- 
sion fora national funeral, although 
it was certainly one for o funernl at 
Stale expense. Nahns Pasha had to 
give way. . 


But, determined to have the last 
word, he insisted on the demonstra- 
tlon of workers, which, as 2 counler- 
blast to the Palace review he had 
arranged, was to: salute him at the 
Stadium the next dny, and? had 
naturlly been cancelled, taking place 
all the same. His idea was that 
thereby he would Impose himself on 
the workers and counternet the effect 
of King’s gesture. 


KING AND CABINET 


It is by such “aets that, instead of 
trying to win over the young King, 
he is steadily creating a gulf between 
the Cabinet and Palace. The King 
has no desire to interfere with ‘the 
Cabinet's work or encroach ondits 
prerogatives. The Palace, hus in 
effect, remained strictly constitutlon— 
al, The continuation tn office of the 
Cabinet is therefore assured for some 
considernble time, But if the King 
should find that his Prime Minister's 
attltude ts .making the continued 
collaboration of hls colleagues nnd 
the deputies impossible, he has power 
to dismiss him. Should he be obliged 
to take such actlon, It ts by no means 
certain that the people, td win whose 
suffrages Nahas Pasin js devoting his 
every thought, would side with him 
against their King. 


Meanwhile, the affairs of State are 
almost at a standstill, for the supreme 
chicfs are entirely absorbed with 
thelr political position and, of course, 
the men follow the, lead -of ‘their 
masters, 


It can, therefore, be understood 
why, with alarums and excursions in 
Palace-Cabinet circles, the students, 
excitedly divided between Nahas and 
Nokrahshi Pasha, ond lack of atten- 
tion to State affairs, the -outlook is 
by no menns bright, 


PALESTINE ARABS. 


As regards the Egyptian champlion- 
ship of the Arabs at Geneva, there 
was undoubtedly ao political motive 
at the back of it. One of the Wafd’s 
chicl opponents had some time before 
spoken In favour of the Palestinian’ 
Arabs, and had been much applauded 
in the Press and elsewhere jn Egypt. 
Fearful that unless some similar ex- 
pression of opinion was made by the 
Cabinct__.its__ popularity might be 
affected, It was decided to champlon 
the Arabs at Geneva. 


But at heart the people of this 
country are not really interested in 
what happened Jn Palestine. As the 
majority of those’ affected are co- 
‘religionists, they naturally wish them 
well, but, generally speaking, they 
wish them well from:aftar, 


A general comment heard here 
after Wacyf Ghali Pasha had mide 
his statement at Geneva was that this 
was another indication of Great 
Britain’s sincere: intention to act in 
necordunce with the spirlt of the 
Treaty. Though British interests 
were closcly affected, ond Britain 
might-have brought pressure to bear 
to prevent Egypt's siding with the 
Palestinian Arabs in such a publle 
manner, she nevertheless © remained 
silent becnuse she wished ta respect 
the independence of her ally.

World Educationists 


Nanking, Nov. &. 

In a lengthy statement published in 
English, more than 100 leading 
Chinese universality presidents and pro- 
fessors appealed.-to educators through- 
out the world publicly to condemn the 
wanton bombing and destruction, of 
Chinese educational and cultural ‘in- 
stitutlons by . Japanese in 
China. 


The statement declares’ that such 
action !s a threat to civilisation and 
unless this threat is removed there 
cannot be further progress or peace. 
The Chinese lenders further cm- 
phosised that if educatlonal Ieaders In 
other parts of the world delay In 
censuring Japanese bombings in China 
{ft will tend to encourage Japanese 
aggression in ‘this country. *

Prefacing the appeal to the world 
educators, the statement: points out 
that 23 Chinese universities and 
technical institutions from Peiping to 
Canton and. Shanghal to Kiangsl 
province have been wreeked — by, 
Japanese bombs. The material value 
of these Institutions, according to 1956 
estimates, exceeds $67,000,000. 

“These institutions which took 30 
years to build up have been destroyed 
jn one day by Japanese bombers,” 
the statement adds. 

The cducators charged that the 
bombings of these Institutions were 
preconceived and deliberate, as all 
of the universities were not located 
near any military objectives. Central 
University at Nanking was bombed 
four times while Nanicai University 
at Tientsin was burned to the round.
